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(2) The aperture, the centrifugal blower and a pair of the left and right 
peripheral apertures and the dust collecting filter mentioned above are 
equivalent to the panel (inlet) (6), fan (8), outlet (3) and filter (5) shown in 
Fig. 2 of Taiwanese Patent Publication No. 406784 (hereafter, referred to as 
Citation 1) published on September21,2000, and the usefulness of the 
correspondent structure is also the same. Further, the difference between 
the two is either a desktop type in the present invention or a ceiling type 
in Citation 1. However, the difference between the two could be easily 
invented by one of ordinary skill in the field of this technology pertaining 
to the present invention by utilizing technology existent before the 
submission of the application, so there is no non-obviousness. 

(3) In Claim 2 of the present application, it is described that the air 
purification system contains multiple deodorant filters. However, the 
type of deodorant filter is not mentioned. In general, a deodorant filter is 
equipped with a deodorant effect as in the active carbon filter described in 
Claim 1 of Taiwanese Patent Publication No. 373503 (hereafter referred to 
as Citation 2) published on November 1, 1999. Even if an active carbon 
filter is combined with Citation 1, no unanticipated efficacy can be 
obtained. Therefore the present application could be easily invented by 
care of ordinary skill in the field of this technology pertaining to the 
present invention by utilizing technology existent before the submission 
of the application, so there is no non-obviousness. 

(4) In Claim 3 of the present application, the form of the blower of the above- 
mentioned desktop air purification system and its effect system sire 
described. This centrifugal blower has the same form and effect as those 
of a turbine type fen described in Citation 1, and in both cases, air is taken 
from the direction of the center of axis and pressured to the peripheral 
direction. Therefore, there is no non-obviousness. 

(5) In Claim 4 of the present application, it is described that a panel-state dust 
collecting filter is collapsible. Since its efficacy is the same as that in a 
swage block filter for the purpose of increasing a filtration area described 
in Claim 2 of the Citation 2, a person of ordinary skill in the field of this 
technology pertaining to the present invention could easily think of this 
from the well-known knowledge. Therefore, there is no non-obviousness. 

(6) In Claims 5 and 6 of the present application, it is described tha t a ring- 
state dust collecting filter or a ring-state deodorant filter isestablished 
between said blower and a pair of said left and right peripheral apertures. 
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With the configuration of this filter and the position modification, no 
unanticipated effect can be obtained when comparing with Citation 1. 
Therefore, there is no non-obviousness. 

(7) In Claims 7 through 10 of the present application, the position and the 
configuration of a pair of the left and right peripheral apertures are 
described, and as shown in Figs. 3 and 4 of Citation 1, the step-state 
outlets are equally arranged around the periphery of the air purification 
system, so the ventilation resistance is diminished. In comparing these 
claims with Citation 1, it is merely a conversion of the well-known 
technology, and there is no non-obviousness. 

(8) In Claims 11 and 12 of the present application, it is described that the 
curtain boards or blades of the outlets are rotatably installed. This 
technical detail is merely a simple modification of the outlets of the 
gyratable panels described in Claim 1 of Citation 2. In Claim 13, 
electrically driving the gyration of the curtain boards or blades in order to 
change the direction of air to be blown out is similar to the structure to 
control the blades at the outlet of an electrical air conditioning described 
in the weU-knowntechnology,andcanbeeasily converted. Therefore, 
comparing these claims with Citation 1 and the well-known technology, 
no unanticipated efficacy can be obtained, and there is no non- 
obviousness. 



(9) Corona electrifying floating fine particles in the air and electrostatic 

sampling them described in Claim 14 of the present application is similar 
to an electrostatic dust collecting transformer (24) and an electrostatic dust 
collecting plate in Citation 1. Therefore, there is no non-obviousness. 
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
